The Rumantan Government, in its 
proclamation on King Michael's

“The Rumanian people, liberated 
in 3944 from the yoke, of Fascist 
conquerors and their ’ servants, has 
taken its destiny In its own hands,” 
the proclamation said.

fare Conference.

{he blind in a very serious situa~ 
tion,” said Dr Robert B, Irvin, of 
New York, exccutlve director of the 
‘Amcrican-Foundatlon -for -the-Blind.. 

“The American Foundation. for 
Overseas Blind Is endeavouring to 
raise US$325,000-with which to sct 
up a ‘Little Marshall Plan’. for the 
blind people of Europe,” he told the 
conference. . 

Fred K. Hoehler, executive direc- 
tor of . Community Fund, Inc. - of 
Chicago, . asserted’ that American 
tack of understanding” aggravated 
mass starvation in Europe. : a
